2. Within 14 days from the date of the Board’s Order, remove from its files any reference to the 
unlawful discharges, and suspension, and within 3 days thereafter notify the employee in writing 
that this has been done and that the discharges and suspension will not be used against him in 
any way.

3. WE WILL make Richard Saxton whole for any loss of earnings and other benefits resulting 
from his discharges, and suspension, less any net interim earnings, plus interest compounded 
daily;

4. WE WILL, within 14 days from the date of this Order, remove from our files any reference to 
the unlawful discharges, and suspension, of Richard Saxton, and WE WILL, within 3 days 
thereafter, notify him in writing that this has been done and that the discharges, and suspension, 
will not be used against him in any way.
